We now know the location 
of a new elementary school 
that is expected to open in 
September, 2011. 

We also know what it will 
look like, from a design pre¬ 
sented by the school board. 

But what will we call it? 

The school board has a 
process to follow in naming a 
new school, and that process 
for the $6-million, state-of- 
the-art school for 400-plus 
students at Virgil and Col. 
John Butler begins this week. 

Although funding from the 
province has been in place for 
more than three years, the 
location was up in the air 
until a zoning battle between 
the school board and the 


Work on the Line 2 site can 
now begin, behind schedule 
but in time for a 2011 open¬ 
ing. 

As dictated by the District 
School Board of Niagara, a 
committee has been formed 
to oversee the name choice, 
and began meeting this week. 

Marian Reimer-Friesen, 
principal of the two schools 
which will become one, says 
naming the new school is an 
exciting way for students, par¬ 
ents and community mem¬ 
bers to become involved.

Two students, a boy and a 
girl, both in Grade 6 and 
one from Virgil, the other 
from Butler, are also on the 
committee to represent the 
voice of young people. 

“Our Grade 6 students will 
be the first Grade 8 graduat¬ 
ing class at the new school, 
which was why we chose 
them. We picked two stu¬ 
dents who are very 
approachable, so they will 
help to put forward the 
views of the other kids,” said 
Reimer-Friesen. 

“We could have chosen 
any number of great kids, 
but these were the two we 


selected for this process.” 

The committee hasn't 
talked about the possibility 
of retaining one of the 
school names—after going 
through the same process 
last spring, St. Davids Public 
School, which is expanding 
to include Laura Secord stu¬ 
dents, decided to remain St. 
Davids, but this is a differ¬ 
ent situation, she said, since 
both schools will close.

With voting turnouts 
declining throughout past 
years, the town of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake is looking to 
increase that number 
through an alter¬ 
native method of 


packages purchased and 
prepared in an effort to pro¬ 
vide more accessible ways 
for people to vote. 

"Many of our community 
members are not here dur¬ 
ing election time as they go 
south, but this is a great 
opportunity for them to still 
cast a vote," said Lord Mayor 
Gary Burroughs. 

Director of Corporate 
Services Scott Tipping said a 
lot has been done to try and 
increase numbers at the 
polls in recent years, includ¬ 
ing the addition of advanced 
polls and more accessible 
stations. 

He said although only 
1,000 packages are being 


bought for a price of $2,500 - 
that money comes from the 
town's election budget - 
there is always the possibili¬ 
ty of purchasing more. 

“If the response is very 
positive then we can 
absolutely go back and buy 
more. We will also know how 
many we need because 
those interested will have to 
express interest in advance," 
said Tipping. 

This method stems from 
the Municipal Elections Act 
where clerks of local munic¬ 
ipalities are given the 
responsibility of preparing 
and conducting elections. 
Since the act was ratified, a 
variety of alternative voting 


methods have been imple¬ 
mented by municipalities in 
Ontario, including voting by 
mail. 

The clerk's staff will be 
working alongside Election 
Software Systems in working 
out the details. 

Traditional voting meth¬ 
ods are still being widely 
used throughout the town 
and this year there will be 
eight poling stations 
throughout the various com¬ 
munities within town. 

Council will have to ratify 
committee’s recommenda¬ 
tion Monday.

Seminar 
for seniors 
to discuss 
safe driving 


W Road safety task 
^^force wants 
r seniors to keep 
their licences— 
safely. 


The town's road safety task 
force wants to help keep its 
seniors on the road—as long 
as it is safe for them to con¬ 
tinue driving. 

Members of the task force 
have organized a senior driv¬ 
ing seminar Wednesday 
afternoon at the library, to 
talk about the licensing 
renewal process, the effects 
of medication on driving 
safety, and how to enhance 
driver safety of seniors, says 
Linda Beyer, regional health 
promoter on the town’s task 

Local pharmacist Sean 
Simpson will talk about the 
stages of aging, and medica¬ 
tion, both prescription and 
over-the-counter, that sen¬ 
iors may be taking that 
impact their driving skills. 

A ministry of transporta¬ 
tion representative will talk 
about what drivers can 
expect when they reach the 
age of 80. The licence renew¬ 
al process can produce anxi¬ 
ety in seniors who fear losing 
their independence, but the 
MTO message is reassuring, 
says Beyer—they want to 
support older drivers and 
help them retain their inde¬ 
pendence. 

Janet Craik, an occupa¬ 
tional therapist, will provide 
a set of tools to help older 


drivers stay on the road 
longer, said Beyer. Craik has 
a blueprint to help seniors 
cope with the aging and 
mobility issues that can hin¬ 
der driver safety, to help 
them keep their licence and 
drive as long as it’s safe for 
them to do so. 

“All of these people will be 
talking about coping mecha¬ 
nisms to ensure seniors can 
drive longer safely," said 

But as much as the pur¬ 
pose is to retain the inde¬ 
pendence of drivers, the ses¬ 
sion will also provide infor¬ 
mation that may help seniors 
understand their limits, to 
tell them where to turn to 
have some issues checked 
with health professionals, 
and to help them acknowl¬ 
edge if they have reached 
their limitation and can no 
longer drive safely. 

Marci Weston, of the 
town's public works depart¬ 
ment, will talk about the 
Road Watch program, now in 
its third year. Although resi¬ 
dents are encouraged to 
report unsafe drivers, either 
online or with forms avail¬ 
able throughout town, 
Weston will explain how to 
get the information needed 
for those reports without 
endangering road safety. 

A discussion of the

Letter to Minister 
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1779 diary of military chaplain ends up at St. Marie's 


But how it found 
itswaytoNOTL 
and Addison 
collection remains 
a mystery. 

Many years ago a few frag¬ 
ments of a diary were found 
in the house that had 
belonged to Robert Addison. 

Local historian Janet 
Camochan kept typed copies 
of the text to the extent that it 
could be copied, but sent the 
original to one of the Addison 
descendents. 

This act on her part was 
most out of keeping with her 
usual wish to retain every¬ 
thing here in Niagara. 

When we first read the text 
we thought it to be Addison’s 
diary. We conjectured that a 
young Addison had gone to 
sea as a catechist and from 
that experience had consoli¬ 
dated his sense of call to the 
ministry. 

The diary account pointed 
to the H.M.S. Russell of the 
Royal Navy that was sailing in

the region of the Canary 
Islands on Sunday June 27. 
If the year was 1773, it 
seemed to fit together quite 
nicely, leading up to the entry 
of Addison into Cambridge in 
1777. 

Then we found in St. 
Mark’s archives a well-docu¬ 
mented piece of research 
that showed definitively that 
the writer of the diary was a 
certain Christopher Wells. 

Wells was a chaplain in the 
Royal Navy and was aboard 
the Russell at the latitude 
indicated on June 27 but in 
the year 1779. The diary is 
definitely not that of Robert 
Addison. 

The mystery then shifted. 


Who was Christopher Wells 
and how did his diary get into 
the partitions of Addison’s 
house in Niagara? 

A little further investiga¬ 
tion provided the informa¬ 
tion that at least two of the 
books in the Addison collec¬ 
tion had also been the prop¬ 
erty of C.E. Wells and bear his 
signature. 

One is Sermons 
Containing a View of 
Christianity and 

Mahometanism(sic), a topic 
clearly of interest to a young 
clergyman traveling in for¬ 
eign parts of the world. 

The other is The Complete 
Wall Tree Pruner. It is diffi¬ 
cult to imagine why a marine 
chaplain owned such a book 
unless he was dreaming of 
his retirement. 

Unfortunately, Wells died in 
1792 in Bangalore, India. 

We all have books that we 
have read and probably will 
never read again. We could 
easily pass them along to a 
younger friend. A number of 
people contributed from 
their libraries to send books 


with Addison in the knowl¬ 
edge that he was coming to a 
country that as yet had no lit¬ 
erary history or publishing 
house. They wanted to 
ensure that he had a library 
of good reading material. 

Inscriptions in many of the 
books found in the Addison 
Library indicate previous 
owners, such as Topping, 


Beale and Atkinson. The last 
named was Addison's father- 
in-law and rector at 
Whittlesea. He had suc¬ 
ceeded Beale, who had suc¬ 
ceeded Topping in that 
parish and evidently each 
had inherited books from his 
predecessor, with Atkinson 
passing some on to his son- 


This does not account for 
how either the books or the 
diary of Christopher Wells 
came into the hands of 
Addison. 

Sometime between 1779 
and 1791 the paths of 
Addison and Wells must have 
crossed. It remains a small 
part of the mystery of the his¬ 
tory of the Addison Library.

A Virgil resident will 
have to wait a little 
longer to have her home 
professionally painted. 

But despite the frus¬ 
trating delay, she is 
counting herself fortu¬ 
nate that is her only 
concern at the moment.

Breakfast, but her plans 
had to be put on hold 
when she and her hus¬ 
band ran into some dif¬ 
ficult times. He was laid 
off about a year ago, 
after years of working in 
the same industry as a 
production manager, 
and they decided to rent 
out their lovely Line 2 


home until better times. 
Meanwhile, she took 
extra shifts where she 
works at Heritage Place 
to help the couple back 
on their feet. 

Recently, things 
began to look up for 
them. Her husband 
began working again, 
they moved back into 
their home, and she 
looked for a painter to 
freshen it up so she 
could re-open her B&B. 
The 20-foot ceilings 
made the help of a pro¬ 
fessional necessary, she 
said. 

She found someone 
with a St. Catharines 
address on Kijiji, and 
when he came to her 
home Friday evening,

Old Town location 
accessible for those 
who no longer 


After more than a decade of a 
downtown without a pharmacy, 
the local family of pharmacists 
has stepped into the void. 

Simpson’s Apothecary 
opened on King Street Monday. 
The name, says Sean Simpson, 
is in part a reference to the his¬ 


toric Old Town, but also reflects 
the distinct role of this pharma¬ 
cy, which is one of the few in the 
region offering specialty com¬ 
pounds. 

There is an increasing 
demand for prescriptions pre¬ 
pared from scratch, but it 
requires specialized training 
and equipment, he said. 

It could be anything from 
adding flavour to medication for 
children to make it easier to 
administer, aiding elderly 
patients with swallowing issues, 
or preparing medications for 
pets, says Simpson. 

In addition to offering spe¬ 
cialty medications, the Old 
Town store will be accessible for 
some seniors who no longer 


drive, especially without the 
community shuttle that f 
many Virgil customers came i 
depend on, says Sean, and also 
for those Old Town residents 
who just prefer to walk. 

It may not be the best time to 
open a second location, says 
Ward, who has operated a drug 
store in Virgil for more than 30 
years. 

“It’s a difficult time. I think if 
we hadn’t already been into the 
process we wouldn’t have done 
this,” says Ward, speaking of the 
provincial policy discussions 
that could lower generic drug 
prices and cut revenue to phar-

“The association had 
been talking to the govern¬ 
ment for the last nine 
months but when the gov¬ 
ernment announced this 
decision we had no idea this 
was what was coming,” said 
Ward. 

News on Wednesday that 
there was a reprieve in the 
works—an extended dead¬ 
line while the government 
looked at submissions from 
pharmacists—seemed like 
an opportunity to focus on 
getting the new store up and 
running, he said. 

"We’d been looking 
around for a store down¬ 
town for some time. The 
people of the Old Town 
weren’t being serviced 
properly. Transportation is 
an issue, especially with the 
shuttle service stopped— 
that just made transporta¬ 


tion even more complicat¬ 
ed. This litde property came 
available on King Street, at a 
more reasonable cost than 
Queen Street.” 

Simpson’s is leasing the 
property for now, with an 
offer to purchase it when it 
becomes available as a con¬ 
dominium unit. 

While Sean will spend 
most of his time at the new 
store, there will be a lot of 
back and forth for all the 
staff, said Ward, who has put 
retirement plans on hold for 

“I was thinking about 
retiring this year, but I’m not 
there yet, with the new store 
opening.” 

And with a niece planning 
on graduating with a degree 
in pharmacy in 2012, “that’s 
my target now,” Ward 
added. 

Meanwhile, Sean, Ward, 
Lisa and all the Simpson 
staff will look after the two 


stores, without any new hir¬ 
ing at the moment. 
Although the news from 
MPP Kim Craitor about a 
delay to drug reform 
seemed positive, it would be 
premature to celebrate, said 

The new 1,600 foot store 
will offer pretty much the 
same selection as Simpson’s 
in Virgil, but on a smaller 
scale, says Sean—and if 
there is anything the Old 
Town apothecary is missing, 
there’s always the possibility 
of getting it from Virgil. 

“We’ll be operating pretty 
much as one business, with 
two locations,” says Sean. 

“We expect to work 
together—we're already 
doing that.” 

While the pharmacists are 
asking people to maintain 
their prescription record at 
one store or the other, some 
of the Virgil customers have 
already visited the apothe¬ 


cary, and some have 
requested their records be 
transferred. 

"That’s part of the reason 


we’re here. We were expect¬ 
ing and even hoping some 
customers would do that. 
We know people need and 


want a pharmacy in the 
downtown area and we are 
happy to be providing that 
for diem.”
